There was much commotion In and about 
the County Jail, and on the streets and alleys 
adjacent thereto, at the noon hour Saturday. 
In fuct the whole city was In more or less of 
an uproar. 

The cause of the unusual uproar and dis- 
turbance was the escape of eight prisoners 
from the Jail, three white and Ave colored. 

Vaughn, famous locully as the cheek forgers, 
and Jell Clayton, In for liouse-breaklng. The 
colored men were Hob Warner, larceny; 
Charles (iantz, grand larceny; William llrooks. 
ousc-breiiking; William Smith, grand lar- 
My, and Mark Middleton, shooting with In- 
Mlt to kill. The four latter were eiiptun il 
nd returned to Jail. 

The escape was wi ll planned and neatly exe- 
utcd. To Estill Is given the credit for ths 
Job. His.lsconsldered by the oltlclals.to huvo 
sen the master mind which conceived und 
latured tho delivery. 

All those who gained their freedom were 
county pi awl SI'S, und were confined In the 
uppor tier or story of the Jail. They aro al- 
lowed the freedom of tho upper corridor dur- 
ing tho day. but are not allowed down stairs 
•e the city prisoners are kept. Uehlnd 
bars and massive locks they were thought 
to be secure. Hut Estill, or some other mind 
with a mechanical turu, was equal to tho oo- 
oaslon. It was thought by some that keys 
were made by one of the prisoners out of a 
spoon, which easily opened the big locks, two 



of one of these locks wus a feat 
which Jailer Kirk could not perform tho day 
licfore with a key which was made to tit tho 
thing. Locksmith Ryan was brought In and 
he opiild not make it work, but promised to 
come back the next day. and advised the use 
of another lock. The prisoners probably over- 
heard this, and kuew the time for action had 
arrived. The above theory was first advanced, 
but Jailer Kirk thought otherwise. Later In- 
vestigations by Mr. Kirk proved almost con- 
clusively that a saw was used. A quantity of 
iron dust, such as made by a saw or tile, was 
found on the floor. Mr. Kirk luiuieilintely 
offered a rew ard of f5n tor every one captured. 

When Turnkey Robert Me.Neeley started In 
to give the city prisoners their dinner at 12 
o'clock the gang wus ready for him. 

They had all come down stairs and were In 
waiting, and as Mr. McNeeley opened the door 
leading Into the Jail ho was quickly overpow- 
ered and eight birds went forth to liberty. 
The Turnkey wus knocked down and the cook, 
Krank Williams, colored, wus also downed aud 

The prisoners scattered alter getting out, 
but the high hills back of the elty were the 
objective points Of all. The cause was quickly 
begun, and every available p-aee officer in the 
tjlty— Sherltrs.Pollcemen and Constables— were 
soon on horseback and scouring the turnpikes 
and crosscuts in every direction. Jailer Kirk 
and Deputy Sheriff 1'crilne caught Guntz, 
Urooks and Smith alter about two hours on 
the Kreltz farm on the Hill City pike, about 
two miles rrorn the city. They wcro In hiding 
behind a stone wall, and made an unconditional 
surrender to Deputy Sheriff Perrlne at his 

Estill and Waruor were also seen by Jail, i 
Kirk In the same neighborhood, but a wide 
expanse of territory aud intervening wire 
fences prevented their capture. 

Murk Middleton was caught uboui I o'clock 
by Chief Fitzgerald a.ul I'ollceti n Stockdale 
ou the farm of John Chambers on the Kenton 
Station pike, about three miles from Majs- 
vllle. Captain Kitzgerald had quite a chase 
arter blm across an open Held, and three shots 
from Ills revolver only accelerated the darkey's 
speed. He finally sank into a fence corner, 
where he was found by Officer Stockdale. "Is 
yo' lookln' Tuh me, Mister Harney?" he said, 
and yielded without u struggle. 

Vuugbn seems to have gone toward tho 
West. He was seen on the Wadsworth farm. 
Charles Davis and Mr.Vlcrorstarted him from 
a brush pile aud ho was soon last In the Jun- 
gles on Lawrence creek. 

Estill will be remembered as tho man who 
was arrested while trying to pass a forged 
oheck in payment for some shoes In the store 
or J. H. Pecor. He claimed that William 
Vaughn had written the checks, several of 
which were found In his possession, and 
Vaughn was shortly after also arrested. Hoth 
had becu Indicted by the Grand Jury and wero 
awaiting trial.

Some of the enactments of Parliament 
for the years 1559 to 1C03 were as fol- 
lows:

of wool prohibited.

The Immigration of skilled labor- 
smith-, miners, &c, — wah encouraged 
and duties laid on imported cloths. 

In 1700 the importation of calicoes, 
chintzes and muBlins prohibited. 

In 1730 any person found wearing a 
printed calico dress was fined £5 (five 
pounds; and the seller lined £20 (twenty 
pounds.) 

The exportation of machinery for 
working flax was not repealed until 
England opened her ports to Free-trade 
In 1842. 

In IMS, after noting in preamble the 
benefits arising from customs, received 
on Imports, from the plantations in 
Virginia and other places in America, 
Parliament inaugurated restrictive meas- 
ures on goods exported from b/r colo- 
nies. " None in any of the ports of the 
•aid plantation do suffer any ship or 
vessel to load any goodB of the growtli 
of the plantations and carry them to 
foreign ports except in English bot- 
toms." 

We have to thank our mother for her 
jealous care over us displayed by the net 
of Parliament, in 1731, prohibiting, 
under forfeiture of ship and cargo, carry- 
ing into any part of her American colo- 
nies sugar, rum or molasses grown in 
the plantations of any foreign power. 

In Ouveb f kujiwku.v day that great 
man saw Holland gaining a large share 
of the ocean carrying trade of the world, 
her ships on every sea and her war ves- 
sels numerous and powerful.
